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New Zealand, 
Japan Sign 
Full-Fledged 
Trade Pact 


WBLLINGTON, N.Z. (Kyodo- 
Reuter)—Japan was one of New 
Zealand's most important trad- 
ing partners and was certainly 
one of the Dominion’s fastest 
growing markets, the Minister 
for Industries and Commerce, 
Philip Holloway, said here in a 
comment on the New Zeaiand- 
Japan trade agreement signed 
here Tuesday. 

“Japan is easily the greatest 
market for our produce in 
Asia,” he said. “In 1957, New 
Zealand exports to Japan earn- 
ed £8 million compared with a 
little over £2,500,000 In the 
previous year. This sharp in- 
crease has raised Japan from 
10th to sixth place among New 
Zealand’s markets.” 


Japanese Ambassador to New 
Zealand Hisanaga Shimadzu 
said Tuesday he was happy to 
be associated with the conclu- 
sion of the trade agreement. 


“In particular, f attach the ut- 
most importance to the fact that 
the agreement is based upon 
well-founded principles of recip- 
rocal trade providing the full 
most-favored nation treatment 
on tariffs and mon-discrimina- 
_tory treatment on intport licens- 
ing. It is my firm belief the 
agreement will contribute to a 
greater development of trade 
between our two countries.” 


Shimadzu said the Japanese 
Government desired that its ex- 
ports to New Zealand should 
show a substantial upward 
trend in the near future and 
drew attention to the provisions 
of the agreement which were 
designed to prevent any harm- 
ful effect to New Zealand econo- 
mv, 

Prime Minister Walter Nash 
announced in the House of Rep- 
resentatives Tuesday afternoon 
that New Zealand and Japan 
signed the trade agreement. 


Under it, each country accords 
the other full most-favored na- 
tion treatment in customs du- 
ties, import licensing and the 
control and allocation of foreign 
exchange. 


For New Zealand the main 
advantages are assured shares 
of Japanese meat and dairy 
produce import trade. 


New Zealand can expect to 
sell about 10,000 tons of meat to 
Japan each year and can also 
expect to secure about 50 per 
eent of the Japanese casein 
market for the next three vears. 
New Zealand butter, cheese, 
dried skim milk, powder butter- 
milk, powder and other agreed 
dairy products can compete on 
2 commercial and non-discrimi- 
natory basis on the Japanese 
market. 


Nash sald Japan ‘receives the 
most-favored nation treatment 
in New Zealand and is no lon- 
ger a “scheduled” country. This 
means that import licences is- 
sued on other non-scheduled 
countries, that is countries out- 
side the dollar area, may in the 
future be used for imports from 
Japan. 


Other provisions of the agree- 
ment ensure that New Zealand 
may compete for 90 per cent 
of Japan’ : foreign exchange al- 
location of wool. 


New Zealand will also be in- 
cluded on the foreign exchange 
automatic approval list for 
Japan’s imports of beef, tallow, 
cattle, hides, calfskins and kip 
skins. 


The agreement, which follows 
the pattern of other agreements 
made recently by Japan with 
Australia and Canada, was sign- 
ed in Wellington Tuesday morn- 
ing by Nash and Shimadzu. 

Nash told the House, New 
Zealand had also agreed to dis- 
cuss with Japan within three 
years the possibility of both 
countries entering full relation- 
ship under GATT.

Not Proved 


Four of the world’s leading 
experts on lung cancer—three 
of them smokers—told a press 
eonference in Tokyo yesterday 
that further research must be 
made before “anything definite” 
can be said about the possibili- 
ty of a link between smoking 
and lung cancer. 


The experts met the press 
following the afternoon session 
of the fifth International Con- 
gress on Diseases of the Chest. 


They were: Dr. Seymor M. 
Farber, chief of the University 
of California's Tuberculosis and 
Chest Service; Dr. Carlo Sirtori 
of Milan, Italy; Dr. Bernard 
Pierson, France; and Dr, Anton 
Sattler, Vienna, Austria. 

Dr. Sirtori is the only non- 
smoker in the group. 

Dr. Farber emphasized that it 
has not been proved that smok- 
ing causes lung cancer. 

“It is essential,” he said, “that 
we keep an open mind until we 
have investigated all the pos- 
sible causes of lung cancer.” 

He warned that any premature 
announcement could “create 
hysteria that might do more 
harm than anyone would 
think.” 

The experts said lung cancer 
is becoming the No. 1 killer 
among males over the age of 40. 

Dr. Farber said lung cancer 
has increased in the United 
States “by 400 times in the last 


Smoking-Cancer Link 
, Experts Say 


30 years.” 

The experts agreed that the 
disease strikes more men than 
women—or at the.rath of 1 
woman to 10 men in italy, 1 to 
20 in France and 1 to 8 in the 
United States. 

Why? The American expert 
believed the reason is that the 
men have to work in smoke- 
filled cities and factories 
while the wives stay at home. 
He said the “fumes of modern 
civilization”—including the ex- 
haust fumes from automobiles 
and trucks — should be care- 
fully analyzed as one of the pos- 
sible causes for the marked 
lung cancer increase. 

. But earlier yesterday, another 
American scientist told a press 
conference that lung cancer and 
smoking were “statistically 
related.” 

Dr. David A. Cooper of the 
University of Pennsylvania said 
he had conducted a survey for 
a riod of two to six vears

Kishi Denies 
Tory Pressure 


On Selection 
Of Jet Plane 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi yesterday denied that 
political pressure was exerted 
in the selection of Japan’s basic 
jet fighter plane. 

Kishi came to the defense of 
Government and Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party leaders who have 
been accused of pressuring the 
Defense Agency to select the 
Grumman Super Tiger plane in- 
stead of the Lockheed fighter. 

The Prime Minister testified 
at a hearing by the Audit Com- 
mittee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, which is investigat- 
ing the alleged irregularities in 
the plane selection. 

Also testifying were Shojiro 
Kawashima, Liberal-Democratic 
Party secretary general, and 
Ichiro Kono, party executive 
board chairman. 

In reply to questions by 5So- 
cialist Tadahisa Matsudaira, Ka- 
washima denied that he had re- 
ceived money from two Japa- 
nese companies to back the 
Grumman plane. 

“I never received a farthing 
from any company,” Kawa- 
shima said. 

Matsudaira had asked wheth- 
er Kawashima had received ¥20 
million from the C. Itoh Trad- 
ing Co. or the Mitsubishi Heavy 
Industries Co. Both these firms 
would get contracts to supply 
Grumman jets if that plane is 
selected. 

The Socialist committeeman 
pointed out that a Japanese 
newspaper reported that. the 
firms had given Kawashima ¥20 
million. 

Kawashima denied that Prime 
Minister Kishi had cautioned 
him about “going too deeply 
into the Grumman question.” 

“I have always been cautious 
in handling the case so that no 
trouble would arise,’ Kawa- 
shima said. 

Mrs. Ichiko Kamichika, Socia- 
list Dietmember, asked Kawa- 
shima if he backed the selection 
of the Grumman or whether he 
opposed it. 

Kawashima said his only ac- 
tion in the case was to teil 
Juichi Tsushima, then director 
of the Defense Agency, to decide 
on the plane “fairly”, 

“I am not particularly in- 
terested in the type of plane,” 
he said. “I heard a report on 
the informal decision of Grum- 
man but nothing more about it.” 

Mrs. Kamichika asked if it 
were proper for hinm-as secre- 
tary general of the ruling party 
—to take such a “nonchaldnt” 
attitude to a question involving 
the expenditure of more than 
*¥10,000 million in Government 
funds. 

He replied that the selection 
of the tvpe of fighter plane was 
a highly technical matter and 
that he was in no position to go 
into details on the selection. 

Kono, Tory executive board 
chairman, admitted under ques- 
tioning that he became angry 
with the Defense Agency for 
failure to restudy the plane 
selection issue with the advice 
of a committee of experts. 

He said he told Liberal-Demo- 
crat Party leaders of his feel- 
ings at a recent meeting because 
he felt the matter should be 
handled “in a manner conyinc- 
ing to the public.” 

Cabinet Secretary Munenori 
Akagi and Kawashima said on 
Aug. 22 that a committee of out- 
side experts would be set up to 
study the issue. No committee 
was ever selected. 5 

Kono has been accused of 
backing the Lockheed fighter 
plane. 

Defense Agency Director 
Gisen Sato, who was expected 
to testify vesterday, will be call- 
ed at the next hearing on Tues- 
day. 

Kishi defended the action of 
the National Defense Council, 
of which he is chairman, in 
making a tentative decision to 
purchase the Grumman craft. 

Kishi said technicians have 
been sent to the United States 
to collect information for a 
study of the issue.

WASHINGTON (AP)— 
Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles hinted Tues- 
day the United States is 
ready to offer concessions 
if Communist China will 
renounce the use of force 
in the Taiwan Strait. 


Dulles told a news conference 
he could not go into details in 
advance of expected diplomatic 
talks with Communist China at 
Warsaw. 


At the same time, Duiles em- 
phasized again that the United 
States believes it is essential to 
the Free World's defense pos- 
ture in the Far East to maintain 
a firm stand against Communist 
Chinese threats to conquer Na- 
tionalist-held islands in the Tai- 
wan strait. 

Dulles indicated that if Red 
China were to attack today, the 
United States would help the 
Nationalist defenders, at first 
logistically and later with Amer- 
ican fighting men if the Nation- 
alists were unable to beat back 
the Communist invaders. 

But Dulles refused to spell 
out precisely what the United 
States would de in any given 
circumstance, 

And he stressed that despite 
the tension he expected no war. 

He acknowledged, however, 
that the situation could be com- 
pared with Korea and the block- 
ade of Berlin.

New Soviet Ambassador Arrives 


Nikolai T. Fedorenko, Rus-, 
sia’s new ambassador to Japan, 
flew into Tokyo last night and 
immediately pledged to do his 
utmost to promote friendly rela- 
tions between Janan and the 
Soviet Union. 


Fedorenko, accompanied by 
his wife and daughter, arrived 
at 9:15 p.m. via SAS. 


They were greeted at the air-

among 6,000 persons who show- 
ed no symptoms of lung cancer 
at the beginning. But at the 
end of the investigation period, 
86 of the 6,000 had developed 
lung cancer, Of these, 85 were 
smokers, Dr. Cooper said. 

The four experts who address- 
ed the afternoon press confer- 
ence were confident that it will 
be possible to develop a drug 
able to combat cancer, 

They pointed to the fact that 
Japan has developed two pro- 
mising cancer antibiotics, sar- 
comycin and mitomycin. And 
doctors around the world are 
conducting research to develop 
anticancer drugs, they said. 

Dr. Roger H. Wilson of the 
University of California Medi- 
cal School, told a news confer- 
ence that emphysema is quite 
a common disease and its death 
rate equals that of any ordin- 
ary heart disease. 

He said probably “millions of 
people” in the United States 
are suffering from it and it is 
also common among Japanese 
and British. 

“Its cause is absolutely un- 
known afd there is no way to 
prevent it,” the California doc- 
tor said. 

He and his colleagues in the 
university developed recently a 
surgical operation which is ef- 
fective in curing the disease. 
The operation is becoming more 
and more widely’ practised 
throughout the U.S. hospitals, 
he said, 

Emphysema has early sym- 
toms of wheezing and shortness 
of breath, according to the 
doctor. 

Dr. Elmer C. Rigby of Los 
Angeles who also is an expert 
on the disease, said “Anybody 
who doesn’t have eithér heart 
or lung disease and is short of 
breath has some degree of em- 
physema.”

Dulles. 

An editorial quoted Fujiyama 
as saying that “the’ United 
States policy towards Commu- 
nist China has not always been 
successful in our eves.” It also 
recalled his recent remark to 
the Japanese Foreign Affairs 
Committee that it was neces- 
sarv to “say all there is to say” 
to the United States so that 
peace would be kept in the Far 
Fast, 

The editorial went on: “Not 
only Japanese will hope that 
he keeps his word. Mr. Dulles 
sometimes justifies his China 
policy, and even his present be- 
havior over Quemoy, by argu- 
ing that only so will America’s 
allies retain their faith in her. 

“That might be true about 
Dr. Rhee (of South Korea) and 
even Mr. Ngo Dinh Diem (of 
South Vietnam); it wilh do Mr. 
Dulles good to learn how it is 
destroving the faith of a much 
more influential ally.” 

The Guardian said the Japa- 
nese sometimes claim that their 
experience in China gives them 
a special power to interpret it 
to the West. 

“In practice such claims of in- 
timate understanding of a neigh- 
bor’s mind are not usually borne 
out by history,” it continued. 
“Certainly Japanese approaches 
to China since the Communists 
came to power have been a 
spectacular failure. 

“But if Mr. Fujiyama cannot 
explain what the Chinese are up 
to, he can interpret the feelings 
of the Japanese, and if any such 
arguments can still affect Mr. 
Dulles they will come most

Cargo Plane Crashes

It was 
en route to Tokyo from the 
United States via Hawaii and 
Wake Island on a cargo-arry- 
ing mission for the U.S. Mili- 
tary Air Transport Service 
(MATS). 

A MATS spokesman said the 
plane carried a civilian crew 
of six, two military couriers 
and approximately 31,000 
pounds of cargo, including air- 
craft engines and “other normal 
military cargo.”

Japan this year will be biess- 
ed with the third = straight 
bumper crop of fruit—with 


orange and apple harvests like- 
ly to set all-time records. 

The bright outlook for fruit 
goes hand in hand with Japan’s 
fourth consecutive bumper rice 
crop—expected to be the second 
highest in history. 

The Agriculture-Forestry 
Ministry and Japan Federation 
of Horticultural Farmers 
Cooperatives say the rich fruit 
crop for the third consecutive 
year are a result of the marked 
advance in growing techniques 
and favorable weather condi- 
tions. 

Reports reaching the two 
sources have indicated that the 
harvests of tangerines and other 
citrus fruit would hit a new 
peak, surpassing last year’s total 
by some 82.7 million pounds. 
Up to 1950, orange crops used 


to fluctuate year by year with 
even-number years strangely 
proving lean years. However, 


since 1951, every year has been 
a year of plenty for oranges 
with more than 1,323.2 million 
pounds harvested annually. 
With the exception of Shizu- 
oka Prefecture and a part of 
Kyushu, all orange producing 
prefectures this year are ex- 
pecting a 20 to 40 per cent rise 
in production. 

Meanwhile, demand for citrus 
fruits remains quite strong. At 
least 165.4 million pounds have 
been earrmarked for canning 
since canned tangerine exports 
have been rising yearly. 
Apples were likewise expect- 
ed to reach an all-time peak of 
18194 million pounds, or 82.7

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Higher Pay 
Suggested for 
Principals 


The Education Ministry yes- 
terday announced that it will 
ask the Diet to approve an in- 
crease by aimost 100 per cent 
of the special allowance being 
paid school principals for their 
extra work with the efficiqancy 
rating system. 

If the Finance Ministry gives 
its approval, the bill will be 
submitted to the ordinary Diet 
session opening in December. 

When the Diet this summer 
approved the proposal that 
primary and junior high school 
principals be paid a special al- 
lowance of seven per cent of 
their basic salaries, the Japan 
Teachers Union and the Social- 
ist Party branded the move as 
an attempt to widen the gulf 
between rank-and-file teachers 
and the principals who are sup- 
posed to rate the efficiency of 
teachers on their staffs. 

The Education Ministry wants 
to increase the allowance from 


seven to 12 per cent, effective 
Jan. 1, 1959. 
., The ministry will propose 


that also assistant principals be 
paid the same 12 per cent al- 
lowance. It also seeks an in- 
crease in the salaries of chair- 
men of local boards of educa- 
tion from about ¥10,000 per 
month to ¥21,000 “so that per- 
sons of ability may be obtained 
for these posts.” 

The Education Ministry said 
the Diet will also be asked to 
approve the dispatch abroad of 
100 school principals per year 
to study “educational systems 
and facilities” for a period of 
two months. 


Almost all primary and junior 
high school principals belong to 
the Japan Teachers Union. Some 
of them favor the rating system 
that has been so bitterly de- 
nounced by JTU, others oppose 
it. It has been openly charged 
by JTU officials that the Gov- 
ernment’'s special-allowance- 
campaign is nothing but a 
clumsy attempt to “butter up” 
the principals who oppose the 
system.

The demand was made in a 
hearing at the Hachioji Branch 
of the Tokyo District Court, It 
was the 28th hearing of the case. 
The verdict is expected next 
Spring. 

The prosecution said the pair 
should be punished for assault 
and obstruction of official duties. 

The defendants are Tadashi 
Kida, 35, and Shozo Yabuki, 29, 
members of the union’s Shim- 
bashi chapter. 

The case dates back to Nov. 
5, 1955, when union members 
clashed with police guarding 
surveyors laying out an expan- 
sion of the Tachikawa Air 
Base. The clash was in the 
town of Sunakawa, just outside 
the base. The surveyors were 
from the Tokyo Bureau of the 
Procurement Agency. One po- 
liceman was seriously injured. 


R.R. Locals Call Off 
Cleaning Duty Tiff 


Three subchapters of the Na- 
‘tional Railway Workers Union 
yesterday called off their fight 
against outside laborers clean- 
ing trains. 


The Shinagawa. Higashikana- 
gawa and Matsudo subchapters 
issued call-off orders after nego- 
tiations with the Tokyo Manage- 
ment Bureau of the Japan Na- 
tional Railway § Corporation 
came to a settlement Monday 
evening.

Arrested; 


Ethies Orientation Ends 


Ten students were arrested yesterday morning when a group 
of 70 picketing members of the National Federation of Students 
Self-Government Associations attempted to stop buses carrying 
school teachers into the compounds of the National Museum at 


Ueno. 

Forty students were reported 
injured, three of them serious- 
ly, in the scuffle with police. 

The school teachers were on 
their way to an orientation 
course on ethics education 
sponsored -‘by the Education 
Ministry. 

Yesterday was the fourth 
successive day on which efforts 
were made to block the holding 
of the orientation course. How- 
ever, the number of pickets, 
which totaled more than 2.000 
on the initial day last Saturday, 
had dwindled to less than 100 
yesterday. 

Although the Japan Teachers 
Union had sent pickets on pre- 
vious days, no JTU members 
were present yesterday. 

Some 500 policemen neverthe- 
less were ordered out to cordon 
off the pickets. 

As before, the 330 teachers 
taking the course assembled at 
the Education Ministry and 
were taken in buses to the Ueno 
museum under police escort, 

The students broke through 
the police line just as the buses 
approached the entrance and 
stood in the path of the oncom- 
ing vehicles, 

lowever, they were pushed 
back by the overwhelming force 
of the police. 

In the ensuing scuffle 10 stu- 
dents were arrested for ob- 
structing traffic and official po- 
lice duties, 

The Education Ministry de- 
cided yesterday to end the ori- 
entation course in Tokyo yester- 


day, one day earlier than 
scheduled, 
The ministry said that the 


decision was made because of 
“unexpectedly good progress’ 
in the course, 

The meeting was expected to 
close after hearing subcommit- 
tee reports yesterday afternoon. 
The reports were originally 
scheduled to be made today. 

Yosaburo Naito, head of the 
primary and middle school edu- 
cation bureau, Education Min- 
istry, told the press the course 
was not ended because of pres- 
sure from the Japan Teachers 
Union. 

But Sadamitsu. Miyanohara, 
secretary general of JTU, claim- 
ed public criticism of holding 
the course under such “extra- 
ordinary circumstances” forced 
the Ministry to give up. 


Mother, 5 Children 
Die in Osaka Fire 


OSAKA—A mother and five 
children were burned to death 
Monday night in Nagata-cho, 
Joto Ward, in a fire which gut- 
ted the home of a hog farmer 
and part of an adjoining factory. 

The farmer, Kaku Imi, 565, 
was the only survivor of the 
midnight fire. His 38-year-old 
wife, and all his children, rang- 
ing in age from one to 15 were 
killed. 

Careless handling of fire for 
boiling hog feed was believed 
to have caused the fire. 


Yamada, Yiu Meet; 
Progress Is Made 


Foreign Vice Minister Hisa- 
nari Yamada conferred with Re- 
public of Korea Minister Yiu 
Tai Ha yesterday and later told 
reporters that “one step or half 
a step” had been taken toward a 
settlement of the detainee con- 
flict. 

Normalization talks between 
thte two countries are at present 
deadlocked because of Japan’s 
decision to parole and release 
here in Japan a group of 25 pro- 
North Korea detainees. Seoul, 
opposing the release, wants the 
group deported to South Korea. 

Yamada, who later briefed 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
on his conference with Yiu, re- 
fused to disclose the nature of 
vesterday’s conversation, He 
emphasized, however, that the 
meeting had been marked by 
an exchange of “constructive 
views.” 

Yamada said the aim of his 
talks with Yiu is to find a 
“mutually acceptable comprom- 
ise,” without anv of the two 
countries having to change 
their basic stands.

Everyone who knows Paul 
Anka likes Paul Anka. That's 
a rare characteristic for an en- 
tertainer, most of whom are ad- 
mired by the public but detest- 
ed by their associates. 


The Japanese musicians, 
theatrical managers, chorus 
girls, and photographers who 


have met Paul Anka during his 
short stay in Japan have been 
impressed by his natural friend- 
liness, his buoyancy and his 
professional competence. 


Paul is the mature, profes- 
sional at all times. The only 
time he showed any boyishness 
was when someone pointed out 
that one of his sponsor's assis- 
tants, a tough, burly character, 
would be his constant com- 


ppanion and sort. of bodyguard 


during his Japan tour. “Do you 
mean to say he carries a re- 
volver?” Anka inquired.

Back in his room at 
the Prince Hotel the enthusi- 
asm and the charm continued 
to flow uninterrupte ily. He 
brought out his ukulele and 
started to strum and sing his 
new song “Just Young” which 
will shortly be releaseri in the 
United States by ABC-Para- 
mount. Written and composed 
by Anka it is the story of two 
teen-agers who suffer the pangs 
of love under the cynical eyes 
of their elders. 


Anka started playing the 
ukulele three months ago be- 
cause he couldn't take his piano 
along on his tours and the new 
tunes that keep popping out of 
his head had no means of exX- 
pression without an instrument. 
“If I could learn a few worcs 
of Japanese I could write a 
song,” he said and started bulld- 
ing a melody around “Konchi- 
wa” and “Mina-san.” 


Anka makes his own deci- 
sions, but he is quick to accept 
his road manager's recom- 
mendations. He is aware that 
at 17 he doesn't know all the 
answers, and he wants to learn. 

His managers refuse to let 
him make nightclub appear- 
ances which are very profitable 
bookings in the United States. 
His managers don’t even want

“Costa asked ‘where is your 
music?

And Anka re- 
plied ‘I got it in my head.’ And 
that is how ‘Diana’ was born 
and earned Paul gold records 
from England, Australia and 
America, selling more than 4 
million copies.” 


As Paul says, “I started com- 
posifig at the age of 10. I used 
to sing to the ladies who hung 
up their clothes in the backyard. 
Singing came natural. I never 
took any lessons. Today I still 
write for the public. I’ve been 
lucky that way. I write what 
the public wants. 

“My American fans are 16 
and 17 year olds.

Paul has had his money in- 
vested for him. He owns two 
music publishing companies and 
real estate. The joke in New 
York last year was that Paul 
Anka’s ambition was to retire 
at the age of 18.

Ricardo Santos Due 
With His Orchestra 


Ricardo Santos, orchestra 
leader and arranger of the Poly- 
der LP series of Japanese mel- 
odies, is coming to Japan. 

The identity of “the man with 
the mask” was revealed in this 
country when his first LP re- 
cord of favorite local melodies 
became a best seller under the 
title. “Holiyday in Japan.” 

Santos was first reported in 
the Far East in The Japan 
Times’ “Platter Parade” in 1954 
as an outstanding orchestrator 
of tango classics, with the 
thought that he was of Latin- 
American origin. In reality, of 
course, Santos is the popular 
German bandleader Werner 
Muller, who rose to fame in the 
United States after he took over 
the RTAS (Radio Berlin) Dance 
Orchestra and made some out- 
standing swing recordings. 

Although unmasked, violinist- 
trombonist Muller has followed 
up his first LP of Japanese 
tunes with arrangements of 
local folk songs under the title 
of “Holiday in Nippon,” played, 
of course, by “Ricardo Santos 
and His Million Strings.”

Communist diplomacy should 
not be afraid, Mao said, to look 
the cannon in the muzzle. He 
Suggested siyliy that Khrush- 
chev may have been lulled by 
his own peace propaganda and 
urged that they steel Commu- 
nist discipline to face war risks. 


The paunchy Chinese czar 
saw no advantage in relaxing 
world tension and no purpose 
in holding summit meetings ex- 
cept as a propaganda device to 
make the West appear responsi- 
ble for the cold war, the con- 
fidential report claims. 


The next time they met Dul- 
les at the brink, Mao reported- 
lv advised, they should take 
one more step and let Dulles be 
the one to turn away from war. 


If now appears that the wily, 


Chinese Red may have precipi- 
tated the Quemoy-Matsu crisis 
to test out his strategy. If this 
is the case, it remains to be 
seen whether Mao or Dulles 
will turn aside first.

Newly appointed Soviet 
Ambassador to Japan 


The newly appointed 46-year- 
old Soviet ambassador to Japan 
is a tall, handsome man whom 
Japanese Foreign Ministry 
sources have nicknamed the 
“Noble Man from Moscow.” 


Born in 1912 in Ukraine, NI-

Fedorenko has many acquain- 
tances among Japanese poli- 
ticians, for he was one of the 
representatives of the Soviet 
side in the 1956 Moscow confer- 
ence between Japan and the 
USSR for the restoration of dip- 
lomatic ties. He also has been 
in Japan before to exchange the 
instruments of ratification. 

When he was here in 1956 he 
showed his hand at “peaceful 
diplomacy” by calling on the 
residence of the then Prime Min- 
ister Ichiro Hatoyama and pre- 
senting him with a film taken 
during the latter’s visit to the 
USSR. He also presented Mrs. 
Hatoyama with a book on 
Russian cooking. 

Speaking excellent Chinese, 
he is known as an authority in 
Sinology and is a specialist on 
Lu Hsun (1886-1936). He even 
writes to magazines on Mei Lan- 
fang, a leading personality in 
modern Kyogeki, the traditional 
Chinese musical drama. While 
working as a secretary in Pei- 
ping, he was given a doctorate 
for his study on Chu Yuan, a 
Chinese poet-politician of the 
fourth century. 

During his last visit to 
Japan he surprised Japanese 
diplomats by writing a Chinese 
poem in beautiful Kanji letters 
with the traditional Japanese 
writing brush. 

He attended the Khrushchev- 
Mao talks in Peiping from late 
July to August this year. At 
the conference, it was reported 
that some modifications in the 
Soviet and Red Chinese policy 
toward Japan had been made. 


How his appointment will af- 
fect Soviet policy toward Japan 
is being watched with great in- 
terest, 


Assault on Church 


Polish Regime Launches Repressive Measures 


VIENNA—For many months, 
threatening clouds had gathered 
over the Polish political scene. 
In midsummer, while the world’s 
attention was turned to the 
unresolved Middle Eastern situ- 
ation, the storm erupted. At the 
end of July militiamen and 
members of the security police 
swooped down on the ancient 
monastery of Jasna Gora at 
Czestochowa, raided the prem- 


ises, confiscated church equip- 
ment and, wielding rubber 
truncheons, pummeled monks 


and pilgrims, including women 
and children, 


With this lightning assault 
on the most sacred of Polish 
church shrines, the regime had 
broken, as dramatically as it 
possibly could, the uneasy truce 
inaugurated with party chief 
Gomulka’s assumption of power 
in October 1956. 


The crassness of the move 
and the brutality displayed, as 
well as the mounting waves of 
press criticism aimed at the 
church, bore all the hallmarks 
of a typical Communist “offen- 
sive” backed by a growing 
mobilization of the State’s pow- 
ers. In a country like Poland, 
where the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people are Catholic 
and where catholicism is in- 
separable from the historic 
Struggle for national survival, 
the new campaign pits the tiny, 
disunited Communist Party 
against the rest of the country. 


Thus far, Gomulka had shied 
away from contests on so broad 
a scale. Most of his repressive 
measures had hitherto been 
directed at persons such as the 
intellectuals within the party 
who, though vocal and influen- 
tial, were outside the popular 
main stream. He had thus 
continued to cater to the ma- 
jority in maintaining the curb 
on the secret police, resisting 
overt Stalinist pressures for re- 
collectivization of the land, and 
adhering to the spirit of his 
armistice with the church. 

The significance of the anti- 
church offensive is that, if car- 
ried through to its ultimate ob- 
jective—the elimination of the 
church as a rival power in Po. 
land—it will almost inevitably 
spell an end to what is left of 
Gomulka’s original “Polish road 
to socialism.” 

The use of force by the secu- 
rity police at Jansa *Gora, 
though perhaps not planned, 
was unavoidable. The regime 
had repeatedly stressed that its 
actions are directed at the secu- 
lar activities of the hierarchy, 
not at religion per se or, as un- 
der Stalinism, at all religious 
believers. 

Polish Catholics, however, 
are bound to dismiss these. ar- 
guments as specious and de- 
signed to isolate their leaders. 
No matter what the rationale, 
therefore, an assault against 
the church leadership is a fight 
against the majority of the peo- 
pie and will, if continued, re- 
quire the reintroduction of Sta- 
linist police measures. 

In such a contest the regime 
will be unable to countenance 
the survival of a huge sector— 
the independently-farming pea- 
sant population—over which it 
has but indirect control. Fears 
that the peasants might turn 
against it have already prompt- 
ed the party to accuse the 
church of plotting to force pea- 
sants to return property once 
church-owned. 

It is probably no coincidence 
that in the midst of the contro- 
versy the authorities announc- 
ed that compulsory deliveries 
will not be discontinued this 
year and demanded that pea- 
sants pay up forthwith their 
debts to the State.

Fabulous Chinese 


To the Editor: é 

Mr. Sata, one of the leading 
members of the Socialist Party, 
who flew to Peiping to get the 
‘intimate opinion of the Chinese 
authorities on the question of 
trade relations between Japan 
and China after its suspension 
caused by the discord on the 
fourth trade agreement, has 
come home with a sort of re- 
port, ‘ 

On reading some of its con- 
tents we are tempted to think 
that we have been thrown into 
a world other than that in 
which we actuality live. 

For the Chinese authorities 
are said to have stated, as one 
of the fabulous conditions for 
solving the political impasse be- 
tween Japan and China, that 
the Government of Japan’ must 
send a sort of apology mission 
to Peiping concerning the ques- 
tion of the alleged disgracing 
of the Chinese flag in Nagasaki 
which is, though of a very un- 
fortunate nature, in essence, a 
misconduct committed by a silly 
individual whose motive had no 
connection whatever with the 
intention of either the local or 
central authorities of Japan and 
may, be disposed of between the 
diplomatic agencies of the coun- 
tries concerned. 

Such a mission under these 
circumstances is almost incon- 
ceivable in the modern worid,

although it may have been not 
uncommon at the courts of 
Peiping several hundred years 
ago. 

It is no longer a matter be- 
tween countries of the same 
status, but what can be expect- 
ed only between a conquering 
country and a subjugated coun- 
try. 

If it correctly reflects the in- 
tention of. the authorities at 
Peiping, any honest attempt to 
promote relations with China 
would be hopeless as the Chi- 
nese policy toward Japan must 
be considered being based not 
on goodwill but on the power 
of which the Chinese authori- 
ties seern to be becoming in- 
creasingly conscious recently. 

Under these circumstances, 
the argument for the revision 
of the policy of Japan toward 
Communist China which has 
been gaining force in various 
quarters of Japan against the 
“wait and see” attitude of the 
Foreign Office, must wield to the 
latter at least for the moment, 
and Japan may have to be con- 
fronted with a situation in 
which mere diplomatic tactics 
and the like will pe of no use 
and Japan may be obliged to do 
its utmost to resist the power- 
ful pressure of its colossal 
neighhcr, whether they succeed 
or not,

Gora and other clashes and 
State confiscations of church 
equipment used to duplicate re- 


ligious reading material, the 
church, according to regime 
sources, agreed to submit to 


censorship all material intend- 
ed for general consumption 
and to transfer the duplicating 
machines outside sacred prem- 
ises. 

But the matter was still far 
from resolved after this new 
“agreement.” In fact, no soon- 
er had it been made than new 
attacks were launched, with 
some barbs directed at Cardinal 
Primate Wrszynski himself. 
One paper, quoting him out of 
context, accused him of “intru- 
sion, on a broad front, into 
nearly all spheres of secular 
life.” 

The charge revealed ‘what 
seems to be at the bottom of 
the whole controversy: the par 
ty’s panic on discovering that 
while the church grew strong- 
er in its martyrdom under 5Sta- 
linism it has also grown siuong- 
er in the new period of relative 
toleration. 

The regime, it seems, is parti- 
cularly vexed by religious in- 
roads among the younger gen- 
eration. One indication of its 
annoyance and disappointment 
in this respect is a recent offi- 
cial directive reintroducing 
Communist-dominated “youth 
circles” in the armed forces. 

The regime never tires of 
pointing out that Roman catho- 
licism enjoys more privileges 
in Poland than in many other 
countries, that optional religious 
teaching was reintroduced in all 
State schools, that many church- 
es have been rebuiilt,,that religi- 
ous observances are unfettered, 
and that relations soured oniv 
after Cardinal Wyszynski's re- 
turn from his 1957 summer trip 
to the Vatican. 

What the regime does not 
stress is that even at its weak- 
est moment, in the immediate 
post-October situation, it never 
relinquished its aim of eliminat- 
ing church influence and pre- 
served in its arsenal such taint- 
ed weapons as PAX, the Stalin- 
ist-minded “religious” organiza- 
tion. 

It also refused to return “Cari- 
tas,” the church's confiscated 
charitable organization, and 
never granted the church. per- 
mission to publish its own daily. 
What has changed, therefore, is 
not the over-all intent but the 
tactics, which have fast degen- 
erated from surly compromise 
to ill-tempered chicanery (as in 
not allowing the church to dis- 
tribute its own gift parcels) two 
outright opposition. 

The timing of this change in 
method makes it probable that 
fear of the church's growing in- 
fluence was not the only deter- 
mining factor, Within the coun- 
try there was also the crucial 
problem of intraparty politics. 
that is, the now perennial post- 
ponement of the party congress 
as related to the equally persis- 
tent question of the ascendancy 
of Gomulka’s faction to a posi- 
tion of unrivalled power. 

There are .indications that 
Gomulka is shuffling key per- 
sonnel in the’ powerful—and 
often inimical—provincial party 
apparatus, mostly removing Sta- 
linists from sensitive posts in 
the machinery, 

Since the antichurch ¢am- 
paign is undoubtedly popular 
in these circles of orthodox bu- 
reaucracy, the first 
may be using it to heal wounds 
freshly opened by his reorgani- 
zation. 

Finally, there is the largely 
unknown question of. outside 
pressure. Since the signing of 
the November 1957 Moscow de- 
claration, but particularly since 
the recent onslaught against 
Yugoslavia. all the countries in 
the area have carefully built 
up the concept of . “Socialist 
unity,” shunning open criticism 
of each other. 

Hence it is all the more re- 
markable that recently the So- 
viet and some sectors of the 
satellite press have once again 
opened their columns to vitu- 
perations against Polish “revi- 
sionist” art and literature. Go- 
mulka thus may have been pres- 
sured into a harder line against 
the church by the Soviet leaders 
or, through the latter, by the 
Chinese.
